(Excrimentai Farms Note) 

The object of most experi¬ 
ments with fertilizers has been 
to learn how best to increase 
yields, grain quality, and fin¬ 
ancial returns. The effect of 

fertilizers on the development 
of plant disease has usually re¬ 
ceived only incidental attention. 
Field trails to determine the 
actual effect of various fertil¬ 
izers on the incidence and sev- 
rity of rust, foot-rot, and 
some other 'wheat diseases, 

were made at the Dominion 

Rust Research Laboratory (Div 
ision of Botany, Experimental 
Farms Branch), Winnipeg, in 
1931 and 1932. Tlie observat¬ 
ions made and the results obt¬ 
ained are here summarized. 

ihtrogn, phosphorus and pot 
assiun:, were the constituents 
used. These three important 
plant foods were applied sing¬ 
ly and in various combinations 
lieing drilled in witli the seed. 
It was observed that fertilizers 
containing - large amount of 
nitrogen retarded the maturity 
of Marquis wheat plants from 
" to 7 days. The stems and lea¬ 
ves were soft and sappy, the 
leaves large, and dark in col¬ 
our, and the grain lodged bad¬ 
ly. Applications of phosphorus 
in the form of triple-superphos 
phute hastened maturity, while 
potassium applied alone, or in 
combination with nhosnhorus, 
'dc-laved 'maturity rdightlv. In 

-'cr’il. the application of 
those fertilizers induced earl¬ 
ier nno Tore rapid growth and 
resulted in more vigorous root 
development. 

A heavier infectnn of stem 
nisi was present in the plots 
which received the nitrogenous 
fertilizers than in the check 
plots, hut e lighter infection oc¬ 
curred in the plots to which on¬ 
ly potassium was applied. In

Fertilizers containing phos¬ 
phate alone or phosphate in 
combination -.with ,nitrogen vr 
with potassium, gave signific¬ 
ant increased yields of wheat 
n 1931. In 1932, however, the 
only fertilizer giving an increa 
ie in yield was ammonium-pho 
sphatc. It is quite possible 
that, in 1932, the beneficial ef¬ 
fect of fertilizers on yield was 
somewhat influenced by the oc¬ 
currence of severe disease in¬ 
festations, as in that year a 
slight reduction in grain qual¬ 
ity occurred in all fertilizer 
plots.

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BORROW INC THE 

WEEKLY PAPER 

Thi s paper ha s long lx>en un¬ 
der the handicap described in 
the following account published 
by the Almonte Gazette. Wo 
reprint it here because nearly 
every word of it can be applied 
to Raymond and district. 

“One of the many handicaps 
that confront a publisher these 
days is the pernicious practice 
of passing the weekly paper ov¬ 
er the back fence. We have al¬ 
ways contended that if a per¬ 
son isn’t interested enough in a 
newspaper to subscribe for it, 
he shouldn’t ask his neighbor 
to loan it. This habit is fairly 
common in Almonte. No one 
could find the least objection to 
a person borrowing his neigh¬ 
bor’s paper if he could not af¬ 
ford the small, annual subscrip¬ 
tion price. But there are quite 
a few people well able to sub¬ 
scribe who club with their neigh 
bors or else borrow the paper 
outright. Thi s is a form of 
petty miserliness that would 
out-Scroogo Old Scrooge himself 
The price of the paper on a 
yearly basis works out a t 3.8 
cents per copy. If most weekly 
publishers had any way of figur 
ing out the number of readers 
who scan the columns of the 
newspaper without paying for it 
they could add about 23 pc. 1 
cent, to their circulation totals. 
But there is no way of dealing 
with this situation. I( is one 
of the petty meanessess to l>e 
found in all communities alth¬ 
ough, thank goodness, the maj¬ 
ority of people are too inde¬ 
pendent to indulge in such a 
practice.’’
